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VACAVIOH. 


There is no question that everybody 


n«eds the rest—that kind of rest that 
takes him away from the associations 
and reminders of business, from the 
care that gnaws into the soul, and the 
anxiety that forbids repose so long as a 
task in the line of daily duty is at hand. 
The man who secures a respite from 
labor and yet decides to "hang around 
home" will get no vacation worthy of 
the name1 Insensibly the old habit 
will steal over him, and ho will, almost 
before he knows it, find himself grind- 
ing away at his accustomed tasks. He 
may have a luxurious home, delightful 
walks embowered in deepest shade, 
pleasant drives amidst romantic scenery, 
deep streams for fishing and bathing, 
and yet he will not find rest in their en- 
joyment. He must go away, out of 
sight and out of mind, or his rest will 
weacy him more than continued work. 


Much surprise is expressed by the in- 


experienced in the practice of vacation 
taking, that men and women and chil- 
dren will leave their roomy and luxuri- 
ously furnished residences in the city 
and accept dingy, ill smelling and 
crowded accommodations at some water- 
ing place or mountain resort. The ac- 
tion is natural; the change in obedience 
to a resistless impulse to get away from 
home and from work. The air may be 
no purer where they go than it is at 
home; it may be freighted with malaria, 
while the milk, eggs, batter and meat 
are villainous. But they do not go in 
search of food. 
A little suffices them, 


and if much of it is repulsive, they soon 
leara to feel all the better for eating 
less. Vacation is not for gormandizing 
and enjoyment is all the keener if the 
heart is kept light nnd the brain clear. 
The real object of vacation should be 
repose and recuperation of the exhaust- 
ed faculties, and that which wearies or 
taxes either body or mind should be 
avoided. The climbing of high moun- 
tains by ambitious girls with alpen- 
stocks in hand, the rapid rowing of 
heavily freighted boats over long courses 
the hunt for imaginary wild game over 
the hills, across 
deep 
brooks and 


through dense jtmgles, may please the 
vanity of those who think that hard ef- 
fort is to be honored ia inverse ratio to 
the reward secured, but what better is 
this than working at home? And we 
doubt also whether the lesson that 
teaches to be content and happy over 
failure is a profitable one either morally 
or economically, even though it amounts 
to nothing more than the coming honaa 
after a day of adventure and severe ac- 
tivity with an empty game-bag or fish- 
basket. 


But let everybody take a vacation 


who can, and make it a point to get us 
*ar away from home as possible. We 
doubt whether a party can take a clay 
off without feeling the invigorating 
effect. Even his Sundays may be thus 
utilized. The churches kindly orduiu 
vacations'for their pastors, and while 
they am resting the parishoner will not 
be held guilty of sin if he takes his 
family to the hills where the berries 
grow, or to the paik where crowds of 
loiterers congregate. Anywhere, any- 
where, so that ha gets away from home 
and from care, and it will be all the 
better for him if he comes into a 
"brush" with nature so close as to shake 
off the dust of a week's toil. 


DEMOCRATIC 
PABTIZAN»H1P. 


Notwithstanding the experience of 


1877, when the election of Hayes by 
»ut ona majority, threatened at one 
time to ptange the Country into another 
civil war, and despite the experience of 
;he Democracy in that memorable con- 
test, the party is still determined that 
no legislation shall be had to prevent a 
repetition of such dangerous occur- 
rences.

This was a simple, fair and 
honorable proposition, yet how was it 
received by the Democratic Hcmse? 
instead of adopting,! t, the House passed 
a bill providing for the settlement of 
disputed questions by a joint oonven- 
;ion of both Houses. The object is at 
once apparent. The political majority 
n the House would govern and contiol 
the convention and the Senate wcrald 
je powerless. So, thanks to the parti- 
san spirit of the Democracy, to which 
patriotism is always subordinated, we 
are going into another campaign, which 
involves the possibility of a repetition 
of the experience of 1877. It looks 
very much as though the Democracy 
were determined that this serious gap 
in our Constitution and laws should nev- 
er be closed, so that by keeping it open 
they may be enabled to shout "fraxid" 
whenever they are beaten. The old 
shout has wasted away to a barely per- 
ceptible echo, and they are longing for 
a now one.

He Wouldn't Take the Seiialorablp 


If It Were Given nim. 


A Call reporter has interviewed John 


W. Mackay, the bonanza king on the 
political situation and in response to a 
question as to his opinion of the 
strength of the Democrats Mr. Mackay 
replied: "I am a Republican, but in no 
sense a politician, so I cannot see that 
my opinion can be of benefit to any 
one." 


'If not in political harness just at 


jresent," replied the reporter, "rumor 
says that you soon will be, Mr. Mao- 
kay, for your name has been continually 
mentioned of late as a future United 
States Senator from Nevada." 


"I know it has, but nothing could be 


more absurd or further from the truth. 
I have no taste for political life, and 
nothing could induce me to enter it.

000 a year as an additional temptation. 
That sort of thing is not at all in my

;he ranks, however, I do not see how 
there can be a question between the 
merits of Blalne and Cleveland for the 
Presidency. 
Mr. Elaine is a man of 


action and of well recognized force, 
while Mr. Cleveland is an unknown 
quantity. Therefore I feel that Elaine 
is certain of election; for, aside from 
Democrat!') factional fights, the Amsri- 
cau people at large will hardly care to 
elect an experimental President." 


The regret to note a wide diverge nee 


of opinion between the editor "and the 
proprietor of the Virginia Chronicle. 
The proprietor was a delegate to the 
Chicago Convention, and as such united 
with his colleagues in the side of John 
Kelly against Cleveland.

tract, and in 185C an additional granl 
amcmuting to 2,469,369 acres; in other 
Southern States 9,486,347 acres were 
granted. In Northern territory during 
1856-7, 9,549,439 acres were granted, 
making a total of 25,434,248 acres given 
away by Democratic Congresses. The 
reader who has long labored under the 
impression that the Republican party 
is responsible for all subsides bestowed 
upon railway corporations, may draw 
his own inferanoes from these figures. 


The Democratic platf orm is being 


sharply criticised in etery quarter, 
from Democratic and Republican sources 
alike, its tariff plank having excited only 
ridicule and contempt. Even so stiff 
bucked a Democratic organ as tho Vir- 
ginia Chronicle, can't swallow it with- 
out making a wry face.

>ublioan majority in that State of 25,- 
)00. 


Opposition to Cleveland. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—The opposi- 


tion of the laboring classes to Cleve- 
land is already taking practical shape. 
The Knights of Labor have started the 
ball rolling, and intend to keep the fight 
up until after the November election. 
A meeting of the district assembly of 
the Knights of Labor was held last 
night, and resolutions were adopted de- 
nouncing the Democratic candidate for 
President as the friend of monopolies 
and an enemy of tho people, and urging 
all workingmen and their friends to 
boycott him at the polls. A committee 
was appointed to make arrangements 
for a mass meeting of workingmen to 
get a general expression of views. A 
very large number of organized work- 
ingmen of this city are residents of 
other places, and as a rule they go home 
to vote; many of them are Democrats. 


The Star to-night publishes inter- 


views with all the leading labor agita- 
tors in this city, and they all say that 
the feeling against Cleveland on ac- 
count of his veto of the five-cent fare 
bill and of the twelve-hour law bill is 
very bitter. A prominent trades union 
ist who knows the sentiments of mfem- 
bers of labor organizations throughout 
the country says that Cleveland will be 
boycotted everywhere from Maine to 
Texas.

Cut an Important 
Fjjjrure 


Settling the Lake Estntc. 


Among the documents presented in 


the preliminary work in the Lake estate 
is the following marriage contract, 
which was filed in Court on the 12th: 


This Indenture made and entered 


into this fourth day of August, A. D. 
1883, by and between M. C. Lake, of 
the county of Washoe and State of 
Nevada, party of the first part, and 
Mary Ann McFarland, of said county 
and State, party of the second part, wit- 
nesseth: 


\YHEBEAS, marriage is contemplated 


by and between the said parties, and it 
being mutually desired on the part of 
each, that an arrangement be made be- 
tween them relative to certain property 
and property rights, now existing ia 
favor of each, and which is in some 
measure desired on the part of both, 
should be maintained, it is therefore 
stipulated and agreed between them, as 
foUqws: 


That the said M. O. Lake on his part 


agrees in consideration of said marriage 
to advance to tho said Mary Ann Mo- 
Failand the sum of foxir thousand dol- 
lars, gold coin, for the purpose of pay- 
ing and liquidating a promissory note 
secured by mortgage on the real prop- 
erty of said Mary Ann McFarland, situ- 
ated in lleno, in said county of Washoe. 
That said money is to be advanced as 
soon as the same can reasonably be 
done by the said M. C. Lake, in order 
to prevent further interest from accru- 
ing on said mortgage indebtedness. 
That said Lake may, if he choose, take 
an assignment ot said mortgage indebt- 
edness when payment is made by him, 
and may hold the same in his own right 
until the consummation of said mar- 
riage, but xtpon tho consummation of 
said marriage between the said Mrs. 
Mary Ann McFarland, than tho said 
Lake is to enter, or cause to be entered, 
satisfaction in full of record said mort- 
gage, and is to surrender to the said 
Mrs, 
Mary Ann McFarland tho said note 


and mortgage in consideration of said 
marriage, and should he fai) from any 
cause to do so, then the said Mary Ann 
McFarland, thon Mrs. Mary Aun Lake, 
shall have in her right all necessary 
proceedings, actions, and suits at law 
against the said M. C. Lake to enforce 
satisfaction and a surrender of said in- 
debtedness. And it is further under- 
stood and mutually agreed by and be- 
tween the parties, that in the event of a 
disolution of the marriage contract, by 
the death of the said Mary Ann Mc- 
Farland after the marriage, then the 
said Lake shall have a right to claim, 
and may clinm ogainst the separate es- 
tate and property of said Mary Ann Mo- 
Farland, the said fcrar thousand dollars 
so advanced ia satisfaction of said mort- 
gage, without interest, and said demand 
in the said sum of $4.000, without in- 
terest, shall be a valid and subsisting 
demand against the separate estate and 
property of tho said Mary Ann MoFar- 
land. 


And it is further understood and 


agreed by and between the parties, that 
in the event of a disoJution of the mar- 
riage contract from any cause, other 
than death, the said Mary Ann McFar- 
isnd will not make any claim against 
tho said M. C. Lake, or his property, 
for alimony, but on her part she fully 
declares it to be a part of the marriage 
contract that she is not under auy cir- 
cumstances to make claim to any prop- 
erty, .or interest in any property, now 
belonging to the said M. C. Lake, but 
that his property shall remain, notwith- 
standing said marriage, or a disolution 
thereof, his property absolutely. 


This last paragraph of this agreement 


shall have reference only to a disblution 
of the mrrringe contract, other than by 
death, and shall have no reference 
whatever to a disolution by the de ath 
of either party. And the soid M. C. 
Lake on his part agrees to make no claim 
to the separate property of the said 
Mary Ann MoFnrland in case of a diso- 
lution of the marriage contract by other 
means than death.

new their allegiance to the principles 
upon which they have triumphed in six 
successive Presidential elections and 
congratulate the American people on 
tha attainment of so many results in 
legislation and administration, by which 
tbe Republican party has, after saving 
the Union, done so much to render its 
institutions just, equal and beneficent, 
' the safeguard of liberty and the em- 
bodiment of the best thought and high- 
est purposes of our citizens. The 
Republican, party has gained its strength 
by a quick and faithful response to the 
demands of the people for freedom and 
equality of all men for a united nation, 
assuring the rights of all oitizenp, for 
the elevation of labor, for an honest 
currency, for purity in legislation and 
for integrity and accountability in all 
the departments of the Government, 
and it accepts anew the duty of leading 
in the work of progress and reform. 


We lament the death of President 


Garfield, whose sound statesmanship, 
long conspicuous in Congress, gave 
promise of a strong and successful ad- 
ministration, a promise fully realized 
during the short period of his office as 
President of the United States. His 
distinguished success in wnr and peace 
has endeared him to the hearts of the 
American people. In the administra- 
tion of President Arthur we recognize 
a vise, conservative and 
patriotic 


policy, under which the country has 
been blessed with remarkable prosper- 
ity. 
"We believe his eminent services 


are entitled to and will receive the 
hearty approval of every citizen. 


It is the first duty ol a good Govern- 


ment to protect the rights and promote 
the interests of its own people. The 
largest diversity of industry is most 
productive of general prosperity and 
the comfort and independence of the 
people, the taxpayers, without injuring 
the laborer or the groat productive in- 
terests of the country. 


We recognize the importance of sheep 


husbandry in the United States, the 
serious depression which it is now ex- 
periencing, and the danger threatening 
its future prosperity, and we therefore 
resjlfeat the demands oi the representa- 
tives of this important agricultural in- 
terest for the readjustment of the duty 
upon foreign wool, in order that such 
industry shall have full and adequate 
protection. We therefore demand that 
tho imposition of duties on foreign im- 
ports shall be made not for levcnue 
only, but that in raising the requisite 
revenue for the Government fcuoh du- 
ties shall be so levied as to ufford secu- 
rity to our diversified industries nnd 
protection to the rights and wages o 
the laborer, to the end that active and 
intelligent labor, as well as capital, 
may have its just reward, and tne labor- 
ing man his full share iu the national 
prosperity. 


Against the so-called economic sjstein 


of the Democratic party, which would 
degrade our labor to the foreign stumi- 
ard, we enter our earnest protest. The 
Democratic party baa failed completely 
to relieve tha people of the burden oi 
unnecessary taxation by a wise reduc- 
tion of the surplus. 
The Republican 


party pledges itself to correct the irreg- 
ularities of the tariff and reduce the 
snrphis, not by the vicious and indis- 
criminate process of horizontal redac- 
tion, but by such methods as will 
relieve the taxpayer without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. The Republican 
party favors a policy which skill keep 
us from entangling alliances with for- 
eign nations and which gives us the 
right co expect that foreign nations 
shall refrain from meddling in Ameri- 
can affairs. The policy which seeks 
peace can trade with all Powers, but es- 
pecially with those of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


We demand the restoration of our 


navy to its old-time strength and effi- 
ciency, that it moy in any sea protect 
the rights of American citizens and the 
interests of American commerce, and 
we call upon Congress to remove the 
burdens under which American ship- 
ping has been depressed, so that it may 
again be tree that we have a commerce. 


It is the duty of Congress to eauct 


such laws as shall promptly and effect- 
ually suppress the system of polygamy 
within our Territories, and divorce the 
political from the ecclesiastical power 
of the so-called Mormon Church, and 
that the laws so enacted should be rig- 
idly enforced by the civil authorities, if 
possible, and by the military, if need 
be. 


The people of tho United States, iu 


their organized capacity, constitute a 
nation and not a mere confederacy of 
States. The National Government is 
supreme within the sphere of its na- 
tional duty, but the States have reserved 
rights which should be faithfully main- 
tained. 


We have always recommended the 
best money known to the civilized world, 
and we urge that efforts should be made 
to unite all the commeroia1. nations in 
the establishment of an international 
standard, which shall fix for all the rela- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 


The regulations of commerce with 


foreign naaons and between the States 
is one of the most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, and 
the Republican party distinctly an- 
nounces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce. 


The principle of the'public regulation 


of railroad corporations is a wise and 
salutary one fur the protection of all 
classes of the people, and we favor leg- 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and excessive charges for 
transportation, and that shall secure to 
the people and tbe railways alike the 
fair and equal protection of the laws. 


We favor the establishment of a na- 


tional bureau ot labor, the enforcement 
of the eight-boar law, and a wise and 
judicious system of general education 
by _ adequate appropriations from the 
national revenue where the same is 
needed. 


We believe that everywhere tbe pro- 


tection accorded to citizens of American 
birth must be secured to citizens by 
American adoption, and we favor tbe I 


settlement of national differences by 
international arbitration. 


The Republican party, having its 


birth in a hatred of slave labor and a 
desire that all men may be truly free 
and equal, is unalterably opposed to 
placing our workingmen in competition 
with any form of servile labor, whether 
at home or abroad. In this spirit we 
denounce the importation of contract 
labor, whether from Europe or Asia, as 
an offense against the spirit of American 
institutions, and we pledge ourselves to 
sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide 
such further legislation aa is necessary 
to oarry out its purposes. 


The reform oi the civil service aus- 


piciously begun under Republican ad- 
ministration should be completed by the 
further extension of the reform system 
already established by law to all grades 
of the service to which it is applicable. 
The spirit and purpose of the reform 
should be observed in all executive ap- 
pointments and all laws at variance 
with the object of existing reform legis- 
lation should be repealed, to the end 
that the dangers to free institutions 
which lark in the power of official pat- 
ronage may be wisely and effectively 
avoided. 


The public lands are a heritage of the 


people of the United States and should 
be reserved, as far as possible, for small 
holdings by actual settlers. We are op- 
posed to the acquisition of large tracts 
of these lands by corporations or indi- 
viduals, especially where such hold- 
ings are in the hands of non-resident 
aliens, and we will endeavor to obtain 
such legislation as will tend to correct 
this evil. We demand of Congress the 
speedy forfeiture of all laud grants 
which have lapsed by reason of non- 
compliance with the acts of incorpora- 
tion, in all cases where there has been 
no attempt in good faith to perform the 
conditions of such grants. 


Tho perpetuity of pur institutions 


rents upon the maintaining of a free 
ballot, honest count and correct returns, 
We denounce the fraud and violence 
practiced by the Democratic party in 
the Southern States, by which the will 
of the voter is defeated, as dangerous to 
the preservation of our free institutions, 
and we solemnly arraign the Demo- 
cratic party as being the guilty recipient 
of the fruits of such fraud and violence. 
We extend to the Republicans of the 
South, regardless of their former party 
affiliations, our cordial sympathy, and 
pledge to them oxir most earnest efforts 
to promote the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will secure to every citizen of 
whatever race and color the full and 
complete recognition, possession and 
exercise of his civil and political rights. 


Appointments by the President to 


offices in the Territories should be 
made from bona fide citizens and resi- 
dents of the Territories wherein they 
are to serve. 


The grateful thanks of the American 


psople are. due to the Union soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, and the Re- 
publican party stands pledged to provide 
suitable pension for all who wore dis- 
abled und for the widows and orphans 
of those who died in the war. The Re- 
publican party also pledges itself to the 
repeal of the limitation contained in the 
Arrears of Pensions Act of 1879, so that 
all invalid soldiers shall share alike and 
their pensions begin within the date of 
disability or discharge and not with the 
date of the application.
